strance, 5th, that the disregard ol these princi 
pies and rules of action had been, in many ways, 
extremely unfortunate.

Your correspondent lit Vienna has probably- 
kept you inlorjoed of those movements ot this 
army which are ol sufficient importance to be' 
communicated by telegraph. I will, however, re- 
capitulate briefly what has been done since the 
beginning, as telegraphic dispatches are not fa 1 
mous for either extreme accuracy or even lor 
consistency one with another. 

The lir.-t Austrian t oops crossed the Ticino on 
the 2!)th of April, live days alter the Wench had 
passed the western frontier of Sardinia. This j 
delay, as \ou know, wa- in deference to the wi.-li 
of Ihe British Cabinet. 

A brigade of the 5ih Corps, under General Fes- ' 
tetics, hull the honor of leading Ihe way. It 
crossed at I'a\ ia, and pushed on ihe fame day 
through Garlascoto the Terdopnio river, followed 
bv the entire 3d Corps, under Prince Schwarxcn- 
berg, to Gropello 

The "ill Corps, under Baron Zobel, had come 
up from Bergamo snd Bre. c a to Uho, intern log 
to cross toe Ticino further north, then made a ile 
tnOnStmtioii at Butlalora, and then turned south- 
ward through Ablnate GcOSSO towards the bridge 
at Vigevano, which, However, it found blow it up ( 
It w s therefore obliged lo cross at Bereguaido 
on a pontoon bridge constructed bv the engineers 
This it did on tile 99th, reaching Gauibu.o ihe 
same day. 

On the following day, the 30th, the nth Corps, 
under Count Stadion, passed the same bridge, and 
the e'th corps, ender the renowned General Bene 
dek, crossed St Pavia; the 7lh pushing on to Mi r 
tara, and the 3d to Garlasco 

( Jii the 1st of May the 2 I Corps, under Prince 
Lichtensle u, crossed at Pavia, so that it took 
three days for the whole five corps d'armee to 
cross the Ticino. 

On the night of the 1st of May t he line ex- 
tended along tae Agogna river from Vespola on 
the north to San Nazz ro, and thence to the 
eastwaid along the Po; Ihe 3d Corps still keep- 
ing the centre, wit'., the nth and Till on its right, 
and the 8th and 2.1 on lie left. This relative po- 
sition having been kept until now, I need no 
detail the daily marches, but will briefly say that ! 
the line was gradually advanced and extended in 
this order until the day before yesterday, the 8th, ! 
when the headquarters of the Gotumander-in- 
Chief, General Gvulti, were at Vcrcrlii. and the 
whole country t'lOrih of to Po, as far as Biella and 
Craglia on ihe northwest, and the Dora Baltea 
on the west, was occupied by tlte Ansirians al- 
most without opposition. The Piedmoniese dug 
trenches across an I otherwise injured lite roads, . 
and placed batteries to defend them, but did not 
do so. At Vercclli they mined the magnificent 
railway bridge across the Sesia, but the Austrians ; 
discovered and withdrew the gunpowder. The I 
non-resistaiice is verj remarkable, for the nature 
of the country is such that the advance of an j 
army can be most easily impeded. The roads 
are in most cases artificially raised, the fields on 
each being dead flat and kt pt under water for , 
the cultivation of rice, besides which, numerous 
canals at several different levels cross each other 
ill every conceivable way. 

The chief opposition occurred nt Valenza, 
where there were two fine bridges across the l'o. I 
The one the 1 iedmoniese had themselves de- ! 
st roy ed, and the other the Austrians determined 
to destroy for them; so, on the 3d and 1th thev [ 
made great demonstrations as if to criss the , 
river, both there and opposite Frnssinctto, and ' 
succeeded in mining the bridge. On the 4th, | 
also. General Uei.edek, the enemy's attention . 
being drawn to the above named points, succeed* 
ed in cro-sing the Po at Cornale, with 40.(100 
men, on a bridge constructed by the engineers, a 
corps which in Austria lias reached a wonderful 
degree of efficiency. He pushed on to Voghcri, 
and recoiiuoitcred Tortonft with a powerful de ' 
tachmcnt In retiring he blew up the railway 
bridge of Pontecurone, which must be a serious 
blow to the allies. In the night of the 4th to the 
Sill the Po rose fifteen feet and destroyed Gene 
ral Benedek's bridge over the Po, thus isolating 
hiin entirely. In twenty-four hours, however, 
another bridge was constructed, over which he re 
retired on the 6th, currying off vast stores of 
bread. lobaOCO, salt, rice, meal, corn, hay, &.C , 
from Voghcra. 

At Valeuxa the unparalleled rise of the Po 
filled the first, nvnes formed, and it was not till ', 
the fill of May that the bridge was destroyc ' 
At Frassinetto the intended deception was coin- I 
pletely successful. Q uantities of boards, &c 1 
were ordered wrh great ostentation at Cantlia. 
and some hundreds of lab >rers. On the 3*1 of, 
May some lancer* led the way across a ford ot 1 
tlte Se-ia to an island between that river and the ' 
Po Four companies of grenadiers followed, and 
half a nickel, battery, the whole under Colonel 
Puchnrr. The island is thick I v covered with 
brushwood, so the sm illness of their number was 
concealed from ihe enemy, who ooened a heavy 
fire frmi the southern bmk of the Po. This was 
answered by the roeket flattery and the grens- I 
diers, who extended them-elves along ihe hank. 
As the Piedmoniese lancy thev did much mischief 
that dav, a few accurate figures may be useful. 
The Austrians Inst on the 3d. before midnight, ! 
ore man killed and eight wounded; of the larter, 
One has since died. At night. Captain Dwyer, ■ 
ail Irishman, led over another battalion ro the' 
Island, and a noise of hammering w as kept up till 
morning, as if bridges for the passage of a large j 
nrmy were being constructed. During the entire 
nij:ht the loss to the Austrians was only three 
men wounded. Here, too, the r pi 1 rise of the 
iSesia, which took place a Ivw hours before that 
of the Po, nearly can ed a loss, hut happi'v the 
whole force wa- withdrawn in saleiv, ovine lo the 
voluntary t xrrtions of the PiemMOntW laborers, 
who saved many drowning men. This eircum- ! 
stance clearly proves how untrue are the state- 
ments made about the animosity of the Italians 
t the Anstrisfc. I have myseif been only 

three days in Piedn-Smt on this occasion, but I 
have already ridden one hundred and forty miles, 
and stopped nt nearly every village, and to an 
Englishman the natives would not conceal their 
feelings. I can assure vou that their anger is nil 
against their own government, not for this war \ 
merely, hut for the whole policy of overloading i 
them with taxes, such as our exploded window- 
tax, and tax on carriages, for the purpose of keep- 
ma yp an army beyond the wants of the country. 
I speak of the peasantry. The burghers aud i 
1 iwyers may think differently. Yesterday most of 
the troops were withdrawn to the east of the I 
Sesia, and the headquarters moved to Mortnra 
this morning. Not knowing that. I ro le to Ver- 1 
celli, and had to return The Picdmontese rccon- 
noitered Vercelli in the afternoon, and some skir- 
mishing took place, but lo the west of the town 
The timing ol the reconnoissanr.r proves how well 
informed the Vercelli people kept their friends of 
the Austrian movements. The head men of Ver- 
celli were equally awaie of the approaching re- ! 
connnissance. and threw every possible difficulty ; 
ill the way ol finding horses and carts for the 
transportation of baggage, forage, &c., for the 
troops, hoping to c; use a delay. The Austrians 
bore this very patiently.

SECOND OISPATCH. 

The steamship City of Washington from New 
York, and the Circassian from Quebec, arrived 
out on the 19th, and the Ariel from New York, 
reached Southampton on the 20lh. The news 
from the seat of war to the latest moment it-it es 
that no collision had occurred, and Ihe retrograde 
movement of the Austrians had parried their 
headquarters to Garlasco. within ten miles of the 
Lombard* boundary. The town of Vercelli, 
formerly occupied by the Austrians, had been 
abandoned and re occopi d by the allied troops. 
On bo h tides an engagi mi nt w as looked lor at 
any moment. A blm-kiinV of many Austrian 
p Tts, especially a >l|g the A riatic, h id been ef- 
fected by the French squ oiron. There were a 
large number of vessels engaged in thforcing the 
block ult. 

Vague reports had reached London that tin 
Emperor of Austria, accompanied by Ger> Hess, 
hail reached Milan and left there lor Pavia, 
whi.-h is near the Austrian headquarters. 

Later advices from India by ihe overl ml mail 
hnd reached London The trial of Taniia Tapes 
had ended in his c m iction, and he was hung in 
pursuance of the sentence ol the court. 

New Yoiik, June 2. —The steamer America 
loll Liverpool at 11:30, on the morning of t ie 
21st Among the passengers i- Gen. William-, 
of Kars, Commander in Chief of Canada.

An'Oflletal French bulletin, dated Alessandria 
17th, says the Etpperor went to Vallenge yes er- 
day to view a portion ot the vanguard and the 
course of the Po He visited the King of Sar- 
dinia to day. The weather is better. 

Alessaxdria, May 18 — The organization of 
the army is going on actively. 

The repai'S of damages by the Austrians to 
the roads, bridges, and railroads, are approaching 
completion. 

It was expected that the Austrians would re 
main inactive until the Emperor reached head- 
quarters to assume the command 

LivEitrooi., May 211.— The Post publishes, on 
what it calls reliable inf rniation, that the pas 
sage of the Ticino by the French tioops will he 
the signal for an European alliance against 
Fr unce, find tor the Ausiiiuri troops lo inarch on 
Parts. 

The bulletins from the seat of war are unim- 
portant, as all the chain els to the Venetian capi- 
tal are blocked up, and all the ports on the Adri- 
atic are blocked by Flench squadrons, a large 
number of vessels being engaged in forcing a strict I 
blockade.

The War in Italy. 

Tcriv, May 14 — Official Ilubetin published 
to-day: •'The Au-trians withdrew today from 
Bobbin, and the comii. under pushed forwaid a 
second and still stronger recoiinoiteriiig party as 
far as the walls of Vercelli, but without re-tilt, 
the enemy not having made any movement what- 
ever. 

'•The Emperor disembarked nt Genoa soon af- 
ter 0 o'clock. Prince Eugene, Count Garour, 
the Ministers Bona, and Nigra, and Prince Latonr 
d'Auvergne went to meet him. He » as received 
with enthusiastic applause The port was full of 
vessels, decked out with flags and loaded with 
spectators, who saluted Inm with the most lively 
acclamations, and threw flowers to him. 

"The Emperor has translei i ed his headquarters 
to Alessandria, l e traver-ed the town on hor*-e- 
back. accompanied by Marshal Canrobert llie 
streets presented the appearance of a fete day, 
and great demonstrations ol joy in honor of the 
Imperial cortege were made by the people. 

"The King went to meet the Emper, r." 

Turin, May 15. — The Austrian war steamer 
Radetzki, stationed on the Engo Muggiore, In? 
toon Wednesday last before Canobio, and made 
exorbitant demai ds of provision-, which, how- 
ever, the inhabitants resolutely refused to supply, 
and the Radetzki was obliged to depart without 
success. 

Vienna, May 11 — Evening. — Those Austrians 
who have remained 

this morning towards Desana. Yesterday, two 
batteries and thir'y carts of sick and wounded 
re entered Pavia Irom the Gravellona. 

Vienna. May 1- — Morning. — In the morning 
of yesterday about three thousand Austrians pass- 
ed the Po at the Stella, the Commandant Gerer- 
al being at the Hecca, on the left bank of the 
river. Seige artillery, a regiment of infantry, 
and a detachment of Chasseurs repassed the 
Gravellona in the direction of Casal Posterlengo. 
About 4,0110 men were between Castle San Gio- 
vanni and Borgonnovo. The Mayor of Btrndeiu 
had received from the enemy an intimation to 
mend the national road which goes to Placenza. 
Many of the enemy's troops are concentrated 
between Mortara. Palcstro, and Bobbin. They 
have withdrawn the two bridges they had thrown 
over the Sesia in the neighborhood of PalestrO. 
The Austrian headquarters are at Mortara. 

Vienna. May li — Evening. — It is stated from 
San Germano that this morning a troop of the 
Savoy Cavalry, commanded by Lieut Spllli, fell 
in with a patrol of the Kaiser Hussars, and put it 
to flight, killing one soldier and making another 
prisoner.
